‘tember 3.—Under a. widespreading oak 


tree in the twilight tonight sat Henry 
Clay Beattie, Jr., indictéd for the mur- 
der of his wife in a secluded spot on 
Midlothian turnpike last July. Beside 
him on a rickety bench was Harry M. 
Smith, Jr., his lawyer, talking rapidly 
and earnestly to the man who tomor- 
row will take the witness stand in an 
effort to clear ‘himself of the grim 
charge against him. 

While they talked not less than fif- 
ty yards away on the grass under an- 
other tree reclined the twelve men in 
whose hands the life of the prisoner 
hangs. Comic sheets were scattered 
around them a plenty, as well as other 
innocuous sections of the newspapers. 

The conference between the accused 
and his counsel was brief. Mr. Smith 
shook the hand of the prisoner warm- 
ly and bespoke his best wishes for the 
events of the morrow. 

“I’m very glad to get the chance to 
go on the stand,” said the accused to 
an Associated Press representatives. 
‘In fact they couldn't keep me off if 
they tried—’”’ 

“Did somebody try to keep you from 
the stand?” he was asked. 

Wants to Tell Story.

have told them, and I say now, 
I'd go on that stand and tell my story 
if I thought I were going to be killed 
the next minute. I want to tell the 
jury my story, and whén they hear it 
I’m confident their verdict will estab- 
lish my innocence.” 

When he had finished talking Beat- 
tie bit nervously at a toothpick. Fora 
few minutes he stood alone with the 
jailer watching his‘ attorney enter an 
automobile in the road. He waved his 
hand in farewell, and stood for an in- 
terval under the tree. A big collie 
dog came dashing up, and the accused 
man fondled it for a minute and soon 
sent it scampering across the green 
after a stone that he tossed away. But 
his excursion into the outside air was 
shortlived, for soon he sauntered with 
the jailer to the stuffy stone jail, where

don’t think Judge West will raise any 
issue about the expiration of his term.

Colonel Shackleford declared further 
that Judge West will have to start the 
trouble if any is started. 

“It is not up to me to institute any 
proceedings,” he said. “My commission 
entitles me to the office until the high- 
er courts declare to the contrary. It 
is the same prima. facie authority that 
Judge West’ holds, the governor's sig- 
nature and the executive seal. The 
commission says that 1 am judge after 
the 12th, and Judge West holds nothing 
more than a commission. Mine is the 
latest from the same authority; there- 
fore, qd become judge and de facto 
judge on the date my commission 
names. 

“The law creating the court says 
that the judge shall be appointed for 
only four years; it says nothing about 
holding over.” 

“But suppose Judge West does not 
let go, and comes into the room and 
convenes court anyway, what will be 
the result?” Colonel Shackleford was 
asked. 

“TI don’t contemplate any such action, 
but if he should he would’ be in con- 
tempt of court. What he would do any 
other citizen could do.” ¢ 

“And be sent to jail for. merece nti 
was asked. 

“Well, we will have to wait aud see 
about that.” 

Will Hold His Office. 

Reports from Athens indicate that 
Judge West holds that he should not 
be the defendant in any proceedings 
that may be brought. He argues that 
in the failure of the senate to confirm 
the Shackleford nomination there has 
been no legal appointment, and, that, 
{nasmuch as his commission authorizes 
him to hold the office until his succes- 
sor is appointed and qualified, it be- 
comes his duty’ to resist any attempt 
to dislodge him. 

Colonel Shackleford holds to the 
same view as regards his duty. He 
does not think it incumbent on him- 
self to bring any action. 

Therefore; there may be lively do- 
ings when the two judges attempt to 
hold court simultaneously. Of course, 
the sheriff will be in a quandary as 
to whom to obey. 

If the old judge orders the new one 
put in jail for contempt, or if the new 
one orders the old one put out of the 
courthouse, what will the sheriff do? 

Colonel Shackleford claims that 
Judge West can have no‘kick coming 
regarding the matter, for, says he, 
West-tried to get the same “appoint- 
ment”.that he, Shackleford, obtained.

WORE. RECEIPTS 
FEWER ‘CLERKS 


Postal figures Show Atlanta 
Liscriminated Against 


‘Louisville, New Orleans and 
Portland, With Less Business 
Than Is Done in Atlanta, 
Are Allowed Many mere 
Clerks. 


Some cause for the deplorable mai) 
service given Atlanta by the postoffice 
department may be disclosed by the 
following comparative figures, the lat- 
est of the kind obtainable: 

The Atlanta, Ga., postoffice, whith 
did an annual business of $993,578.87, 
was alowed 137 clerks. 

The Louisville, Ky., 
business $982,068, was 
clerks. 

The New Orleans, La., postoffice, an- 
nual business $979,219.95,--was allowed 
197 clerks. 

The Louisville office had 35 more 
clerks to do a tusinese of about 
$12,000 less than that..of the. Atlanta 
office. 

New @rleans, which did a business 
aggregating $23,000 less than Atlanta’s, 
had the benefit of just 60 more clerks. 

However, the above digcriminations 
are small tompared to one or two 
others, disclosed by @gures showing the 
clerks employed and total annual re- 
ceipts of the fifty largest Offices in the 
country. 

Portland, Ore., with a togal business 
of only $842,748.34, had 161 cierks. 

Seattle, Wash., whose business ex- 
ceeded Atlanta’s by only $5,000, had 
220 clerks, or 87 more than were al- 
lowed the office here. 

It might be noted that both Oregon 
and Washington uswally go republican 
ir. national elections 

The figures given above were taken 
from the August issue of the Post Of- 
fice Clerk, whose only comment is jn 
the headline: “FIGURE IT OUT.” 

The statistics are the latest 
avallable and are for the fiscal 
ending June 30, 1910. 

"An effort was made to find like fig- 
ures for the last fiscal year, but they 
were not at the postoffice or in any 
of the departmental reports. 

Postmaster McKee stated 
thought the department had 
making a public report showing 
receipts of the large offices. 

It is said that the disparity in the 
number of clerks employed here and 
ir, other cities doing about the same 
business continues and exists with re- 
gard to’carriers as well.

Books-Close on September 12 
for Charter Election on 
September 2/, 


REGISTRATION 3,000 SHY 
OF LAST YEAR'S FIGURES 


Opinions of Prominent Law- 
yers, as Published in Consti- 
tution on Sunday, Make the 
Election Certain ---If Council 
Refuses toCall Election Man- 
damus Will Be Issued. 


It was good news that The Consti- 
tution carried to the people of Atlanta 
Sunday morning when it announced 
that the charter election would be 
held on September 27, and that nine- 
teen of the ablest lawyers jin Atlante 
had declared in a written opinion that 
the clerical error in which 1910 was 
changed to 1911 was immaterial. 

When some doubt arose about the 
election being held because of the 
clerical error, the thousands of voters 
in thé city, who were anxious to adopt 
a new charter, were greatly disap- 
pointed; but, now that all doubt has 
been swept away and the announcement 
is made that the charter- is perfectly 
legal, and an election will be held, 
there is great rejoicing among the. 
people, who intend to see that on Sep- 
tember 27 Atlanta’s old antiquated 
system of government is condemned 
and a new government adopted which 
will eliminate all the evils which have 
long been complained of under the 


old system. e 
The Action of Council. 

It is not belleved that the city coun- 
cil will, in the face of such strong 
and able legal opinion, now refuse to 
provide for the election which the new 
charter demands; but, if a majority of 
council) fails to cal) the election for 
September 27, the people will resort 
to their right to force their public 
servants to carry out the law by a 
writ of mandamus, which will compel 
council to order the election, whether 
this action coincide with their per- 
sonal wishes or not, 

Mandamus proceedings can be at 
once instituted, and a ruling can soon 
be had from the courts. 

It is belleved that when the people 
express themselves at the polis on 
September 27 that they will by a decid- 
ed majority ratify the new charter, 

Since the compromise charter was 
adopted by the legislature many who 
were opposed to a commission govern- 
ment have rallied to its support, as 
well as those who were opposed to the 
charter agreed upon by council. 

How New Charter Will Operate; 

The new charter has been published 
in full in The Constitution, and has 
doubtless been read by every voter of 
Atlanta. While it places the ceity’s 
business in the hands of five compe- 
tent and wel}-qualified officials who 
will be chosen by a direct vote of the 
people, it also provides for a legisila- 
tive body of ten councilmen, one from 
each of the ten wards, which will be 
separate and distinct from the admin- 
istrative body. It further provides for 
the separation of the judicial from both 
the legislative and administrative 
bodies by the election of a recorder by 
the people. 

This compromise charter was agreed 
upon after the best features in both 
the commission charter and the coun- 
cil’s charter had been selected. : 

It now only rests with the people 
to register. The books close on Sep- 
tember 12, which is Tuesday of next 
week. Last year the total registration 
of voters was a little over thirteen 
thousand. So far this year the regis- 
tration is slightly over ten thousand. 
So there yet remains for at least three 
thousand more voters to register to 
bring the registration list up to that 
of last year. Atlanta’s full registra- 
tion, however, should be about seven- 
teen thousand. 

Many Voters Will Hegister. 

It is believed that from now on untfl 
the day the registration books close 
there will be a rush at the registrar's 
office of people who will wish to qual- — 
ify so they can cast their vote on Sep- 
tember 27 for the new charter, which 
will mean a change in Atlanta’s city 
government which will place the city’s

HERE IS THE MEASURE PASSED 
FOR PROTECTION OF GAME 


Since the game law was passed by 
the legislature, The Constitution. has 
received a large number of requests 
for the publication of the bill. It is as 
follows: 

An act for the preservation of game 
animals and birds and fish; to estab- 
lish the department of game and fish; 
to declare what shall be game animals 
and birds, to provide for the appoint- 
ment of a state game ang fish com- 
missioner, and the appointment to 
regulate licenses to hunt and for other 
purposes, and to provide penalties for 
violations of this act. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the 
general assembly of Georgia, that the 
department of game and fish be es-

are making concessions they 
recognize the cuts by officia] 
It is an open market. 

Orders for railroad equimpent' are 
still far below normal, bridge con- 
tracts in August being only about 
one-third of the total orders placed, 
130,000 tons. 

The August orders for railroad cars 
aggregated 9,132; of locomotives, 200; 
while rail contracts aggregated 150,- 
000 tons. Last week the principal rail 
orders were placed by the Chesapeake 
and Ohio, the Illinois Céntra]l anq the 
Texas Pacific. The Western Maryland 
put out an inquiry for 5,000 cars, and 
tne Boston and Albany is on the point 
of closing for 5,000-tons of bridge ma- 
terial. . 

No large building orders were plac- 
ed last week, but’ John McCall was 
the lowest bidder on gthe ground on 
the general contract for the conven- 
tion hall at Philadelphia, requiring 
11,000 tons of steel snapes. 

The volume of business in pig iron 
was light and keener competition for 
business at the eng of the month 
brought about some concessions in 
price. The total orders placed in Au- 
gust, however, were surprisingly 
larwe—375,000 tons—including 100,000 
tons of southern iron, sold early in 
the month at minimum prices.

The Italian government, through its 
consul general on the Pacific coast, 
will argue that the United States pos- 
sesses broad enough  treaty-making 
power to deal with the settlement of 
estates of foreigners who die in this 
country without leaving wills. Pub- 
lic officials from California will con- 
tend ‘that the federal government has 
no such power and will ask the court 
to do what it never yet has done, de- 
clare a treaty unconstitutional. More 
than twenty nations with treaties

Case of Guiseppe Ghio. 


The case which the supreme court 
will be called wpon to consider arose 
over the settlement of the estate of 
Guiseppe Ghio, an Italian who died 
in San Joaquin county, California, 
without a will, but with $1,064 in a 
bank. .Salvatore L. Rocco, Italian con- 
sul general in California, claimed the 
right to settle the estate. So did 
George F. Thompson, public adminis- 
trator in San Joaquin county. The su- 
preme court of California decided 
against the Italian official. 

A long array of counsel for the Ital- 
lan cause has presented a brief of its 
argument. This brief points out that 
the present case was in litigation in 
California about the time the Japanese 
school question was of paramount in- 
terest. It adds: 

“While it is not intended to intimate 
that this may have influenced the de- 
cision in this case, which is not put 
on the ground of the unconstitution- 
ality of the treaty clauses referred to, 
yet possibly the atmosphere of the state 
of California may have _ insensibly 
caused its learned courts to gravitate 
toward a view of state rights which 
seems inconsistent with the later de- 
velopments of our constitutional law, 
and even irreconcilable with prior de- 
cisions of the supreme court of the 
state of California itself.” 

Power of United States to Make Treaty. 


Counsel for Thompson, in a brief 
filed, dwells at length on the power 
of the United States to make such a 
treaty. It is asserted that if the treaty 
making power can take away from 
the state the right to provide for the 
administration of estates within its 
territorjal jurisdiction, “then there are 
no reserved rights in the states as} 
against the treaty-making power, and ' 
the treaty-making power may over- 
turn our entire scheme of government.”’ 
The brief declares that such broad 
treaty-making power would reduce the 
States to administrative departments 
or provinces of the federal government, 
and reduce the federal government it- 
(self to a president and a senate pos- 
sessing the treaty-making power.

TO ATTEND MEET} 


Executives Will Discuss Weighty 
Matters of State 


Spring Lake Conference to Con- 
tinue for Five Days--- Gov- 
ernors Will Taboo Social Af- 
fairs and Attend Only to the 
Serious Questions. 


Spring Lake, N. J., September 3.—For 
| the first time within recent American 
|} history the governors of approximately 
‘forty of the forty-six states will meet 
in conference here Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 12. Thirty-seven chief executives 
have accepted the call outright, sev- 
eral from nearby commonwealths have 
yet to be heard from, and of the small 
remainder those who can so arrange 
their duties will attend for at least 
a portion of the time. The original 
conference at the white house, held 
upon call of President Roosevelt in 
1907, was attended by thirty-three con- 
ferences. 

The full five days of:the program 
will be devoted to discussion of ques- 
tions now uppermost in the minds of 
statesmen, while social affairs will be 
kept in the background. Last year at 
Louisville a round of entertainment 


was provided which took so much time 


that the business of the conference was 
curtailed. When they adjourned to 
meet at Spring Lake the governors 
told Governor Wilson that they wanted 
to come this year for serious business, 
and would leave the social end to their 
wives and others who might accom- 
pany them. Accordingly Governor 
Wilson and the committee have re- 
fused to allow any entertainments to 
be be arranged, except a reception 
which he and Mrs. Wilson will give at 
the state cottage at Sea Girt, Septem- 
ber 12, and a dinner to be given the 
following Thursday.’ 
Topics of Widespread Interest. 

On the program, which has already 
been announced, are topics of wide- 
spread interest. To the discussion of 
employers’ liability and workingmen’s 
compensation laws an eitre day will 
be given and state control of public 
utilities will be discussed for another 
full day. Governor John A. Dix, of 
New York, will discuss the new inher- 
itance tax law passed last winter, and 
the question of fixing intrastate traf- 
fic rates will also be considered at a 
sepagate session. Governor Herbert S. 
Hadley, of Missouri, will be a speaker 
on this subject. 

Added interest to the gathering will 
be given by ‘the presence of two prom- 
inent democratic governors, Judson 
Harmon, of Ohié, and Woodrow Wil- 
son, of New Jersey.

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IN RACE RIOT 


Whites and Blacks Engage in 
* Gory Fight Near Caddo, 
Oklahoma. 


Durant, Okla., September 3.—Horace 
Gibbs, a white farmer, was killed in a 
battle between five white men and five 
negroes near Caddo last night. 

The white men declare they were 
fired upon while passing the home of a 
negro named Daniels, while the ne- 
groes say the whites threw a stick of 
dynamite at the hut and commenced 
firing, 

Feeling against the negroes is bitter 
and further race trouble is feared. 

A stick of dynamite with the fuse 
partly burned was found near the hut. 
After the encounter the white men 
fled to Caddo and told of the fight. 
Officers hastened to the scene of the 
encounter and found Gribble’s body. 
The negroes dig not know they had 
killed the man until informed by the 
authorities. 

The negroes here, fearing retalia- 
tion by the whites, are sacrificing 
their crops and property to get away. 
The clash resulted from race trouble 
which has existed for the last month, 
during which one white woman has 
been attacked and killed and three 
attempts at similar crimes have been 
made by negroes.

(Special.)—Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
chief of the bureau of chemistry of 
the department of agriculture, who 
has been put on the grill for alleged 
activity against cortain manufactur- 
ers whose business it is to sell food 
to the public which Dr. Wiley thinks 
is-injurtous to the public’s health, has 
consistently championed an industry 
of great importance to the south in 
particular and to the people in gen- 
eral. 

With one single exception—cotton— 
the cotton seed is of the greatest im- 
portance to the people of the south. 
It not only affords a sure and lucra- 
tive “money crop,” but it supplies a 
human food product which Dr, Wiley 
thinks is of supreme importance and 
benefit to the public health. 

“I have been always an advocate 
of the use of cotton seed oil as a hu- 
man food,” says Dr. Wiley. “There is 
one product against which nobody has 
any objection,’’ and the doctor perhaps 
had in mind the many problems of 


Pure foods in general and of cotton 
seed oil in particular will continue the 
g00d work to which he was assigned 
when the bureau was created. 

“I have seen people who have taken 
cotton seed oil and used it for cooking 
purposes,” said Dr. Wiley in a speech 
he made in New York a short time 
ago, “who had a prejudice against it 
beforehand, but on trial of it that 
prejudice was removed, and then they 
continued to use it for cooking pur- 
poses. Just so, I believe that the peo- 
ple of this country who are as a rule 
not very great eaters of oi] at the 
table—not as they should be—could be 
taught to consume large quantities of 
this wholesome product.

Athens, Ga., September 3.—(Special.) 
At a lively meeting of the Clarke 
County Medical Society last night the 
resignation of the president, Dr. >. H. 
DuPree, and the secretary, Dr. John 
Gardiner, were tendered. Neither pro- 
fessor’s resignation was accepted or 
even acted upon. 

The resignation of these officers was 
the culmination of a difference of 
long standing among the doctors of 
Athens. The body was disagreed last 
year On a public hospital question, 
which was voted on and defeated. 
They were later divided on the selec- 
tion of city bacteriologist and presi- 
dent of the board of health. A large 
number of the physicians petitioned 
council to remove Dr. James C. Bloom- 
field from Ahe head of the ioard of 
health. Later when the regular elec- 
tion came on a few days ago, a peti- 
tion signed by almost all the doctors 
asked the appointment of Dr. DuPree 
as head of the board. Dr. Bloomfield 
was unanimously elected by the city 
council. 

At the district society meeting last 
week at Washington four Athens phy- 
sicians present urged a resolution re- 
questing Dr. I. H. Goss, of Athens, to 
resign as councillor for this district— 
after it was found that the office is a 
state asociation position and not one 


meeting. At the meeting last night a 
resolution condemning the action of

pased by a good majority and im- 
mediately following this action the 
president and secretary tendered their 
resignations. 

Resolutions were adopted also con- 
demning the practice of the names of 
physicians or hospitals being used in 
newspapers in reference to any iliness 
or operation or accident or death, and 
“the paper which has recently fre- 
quently been at fault in committing 
this offense,” was notified by the vice 
president of the society, Dr. 8S.

Decision of Governor Smith to 
File Resignation by October 
15, Effective in Thirty Days, 
Will Make the Campaign 
Livelier. 


The seeming positive assurance that 
Governor Hoke Smith will file his res- 
ignation before the 15th of October, as 
predicted in The Constitution a week 
or two ago, has so clarified the politi- 
cal outlook that it is not improbable 
that Governor Joseph M. Brown will 
make known his intentions regarding 
the coming campaign within the next 
two or three weeks. 

It is stated that Governor Smith’s 
resignation will be so drawn that it 
will not take effect until November 15. 
The filing of the same, however, will 
enable the state executive committee 
to make plans for holding the primary 
to elect the new governor, and it is 
probable that the same will occur be- 
fore the Christmas holidays. 


Brown’s Friends Confident. 


Former Gorvernor Brown has not 
yet stated that he will be a candidate, 
but his friends feel certain that he will 
be. He has done nothing in the way 
of promoting his boom, but has been 
so showered with appeals and demands 
that it is not believed that he will 
find his way clear to stay out of the 
race. 

While he may make his intentions 
known earlier, it is not believed that 
he will undertake any active campaign 
until there is a vacancy, or, at least, 
the positive sight of one 

The former governor has been loth 
to enter the contest, but his friends 
say that in view of the fact that the 
bulk of the adherents of the “Brown 
side,” as well as hundreds from the 
other side implore him to run that 
he cannot refuse with good grace to 
do so. 

He continues to receive large num- 
bers of appeals to run and pledges of 
support if he does run. Knowing men 
in nearly every county in Georgia have 
assured him that he has a clear ma- 
jority of the voters in their localities.

Market, However, Showed a 
Notable Growth of Power of 


New York, September 3.—iIn the 
course of the irregular movement of 
prices last week, some new level for 
the year were touched. Previous low 
points, however, were but slightly ex- 
ceeded and the market showed a nota- 
ble growth of power of resistance and 
@ greater tendency to rally from de- 
clines. The selling pressure was 
lightened and the bear interest was 
disposed to cover short contracts. The 
rate of activity contracted at the re- 
coveries, thus going to show that 
there was little demand ‘to follow/the 
rise in prices. : 

A summary of the business at the 
stock exchange for August shows that 
a larger number of shares was sold 
than for any preceding since June of 
last year. This record is indicative 
of. the hopelessness of disposing of 
stocks at the high prices at which 
they had been pushed and vainly held 
for months by the speculative inter- 
ests, 

Business in Bonds. 

The par value of bonds sold fell to 
the smallest total since November of 
last year. Prices have declined, al- 
though not as violently as in stocks, 
but the downward movement seems not 
to have attracted increased demand. 
The fall in stocks has been accom- 
panied by expressions of doubt over the 
stability of dividend rates, owning to 
shrinkage in earnings. It is not un- 
usual in times when doubt is felt as 
to the maintenance of dividend rates, 
to see a diversion of demand from 
shares to fixed interest and mortgage 
securities. Bond dealers are corre- 
spondingly disappointed at the failure 
of investment demand for their offer- 
ings at this time. 

The critical stage of the labor dis- 
pute on western railroads and the Mo- 
rocean controversy were important 
features in the market, also adjust- 
ment between international financial 
markets and pressure of foreign sell- 
ing in the New York stock market, 

Outlook for Steel. 


Opinions on tne outlook for the steel 
trade have been confused by the ap- 
parent conflict of advice. The action 
of the president of the United States 
Steel Corporation in anticipation of the 
regular monthly report of business, 
was not entirely effective in improv- 
ing sentiment, notwithstanding the fa- 
vorable showing of his report. 

The unstable quotations for various 
grades of steel products formed the 
contrary factor in shaping sentiment. 

The reported heavy deterioration in 
the condition of cotton seemed to be 
accepted with considerable allowance. 
There were some fears of damage to 
spring wheat from early frosts, but be- 
lief that corn conditions were improv; 
ing was an offsetting influence.

“The Dangerous Age.” 
(From Current Literature for August.) 

“If men should suspect what was 
going on in us women as s00n as we 
had reached the fortieth year, they 
would fiy from us like the pest or kill 
us like mad dogs.’ So exclaims one 
of the characters in a Danish novel 
that is now engaging the attention of 
all Europe. The book ig entitled “The 
Dangerous Age,” and is described by 
the eminent French critic, Marcel Pre- 
vost as “the most sincere, the’ most 
complete, the most humble and the 
most disquieting feminine confession 
that has perhaps ever been written.” 
Its author, Madame Karin Michaelis, 
has been for some years @ttracting a 
constantly increasing circle of readers. 
In Germany the work has sold to the 
extent of 80,000 copies, enjoying a 
popularity greater than that of any 
other of the year’s novels, native or 
imported, and arousing a storm of dis- 
cussion that has by no means subsided. 
Its title, with the opportunities it af- 
fords for piquant opinions as to what 
is the dangerous age in woman, has 
brought it into the pages of Jugend and 
similar humorous papers and furnished 
a basis for caricatures and cartoons. 
The work, however, is far from humor- 
ous; a certain desperate seriousness 
has forced all its reviewers to take it 
seriously. 

While “The Dangerous Age’ was 
{sweeping Germany like a forest fire, 
no wonder a brand oe the Rhine 
ignited the attention of arcel Pre- 
vost, whose recognized position as in- 
terpreter of the heart of the modern 
Frenchwoman would make him espe- 
cially interested ina work of this 
character. He clainis that it is not only 
“marked by a certain wild physlolog- 
ical sincerity, but that the extraordi- 
nary document seems to unveil the 
woman soul of all the ages,” and im- 
plies that the reason why women will 
read the book with irritation is be- 
cause they will feel that a woman has 
betrayed the freemasonry of woman- 
hood. On just this point, however, the 
most violent opposition to the book 
has been raised in Germany, where the 
Dresdner Anzeiger accuses Madame 
Michaelis of generaliging about her 
sex from her own lamentable state of 
mind and the doings of some few soul- 
sick friends, and in a burst of indig- 
nation thanks heaven that most honest 
Germans have too much fine family 
spirit to allow insults to be heaped 
upon honorable womanhood. The Lit- 
erarisches Ceéntralblatt, praising the 
penetration that lets her see and pic- 
ture the innermost recesses of thought 
and feeling, admits that even when the 
reader is quite out of patience with 
her conclusions it is impossible not 
to follow them with the keenest inter- 
est. Even M. Prevost, whose iong and 
highly commendatory preface to the 
serial publication of the novel in the 
Revue de Paris started Madame 
Michaelis’ present French voge, says 
that the reader seems to be assisting 
at‘*a witches’ Sabbath, of the demons 
Of Netrasthenia and Hysteria.

A Mullion Patents. 

“The first week in August will prob- 
ably be stpnalized by the granting of 
patent No. 1,000,000,” says# Munsey’s 
editorially. “This figure represents 
the measure of American ingenuity 
during the period of one hundred and 
twenty-one years which has elapsed 
Since that patent office was created 
by congress. 

“It shows, further, that the resource- 
fulness of the American mind has been 
increasing with a rapidity which has 
Kept pace, with the growing complexity 
of our American civilization. During 
the eighty years which elasped before 
1870 only 120,173 patents were granted. 
In the succeeding forty-one years new 
devices worthy of receiving the protec- 
tion of a patent have multiplied seven- 
fold, 

“Much of this energy and ingenuity 
has been expended along the lines on 
which Franklin won distinction. The 
marvels of electricity, in which we 
have led every other people, have given 
a designation to the age. The cotton 
gin and the harvester have made pos- 
sible the accumulation of millions of 
dollars from the soil which under more 
primitive methods must have yielded 
but a grudging competency.

SELECTING COTTON SEED. 
Attention has/‘often been called to 
the importance of making careful se- 
fection of the seeds of the best stalks 
of cotton for planting next year. Of 
course ‘it is hardly practicable to se- 
lect, stalk by stalk, to the extent of se- 
curing enough seed to plant one’s en- 
tire cotton crop next year. Yet it is en- 
tirely possible to do so either in per- 
son or hy one or more proxies. To 
plant 100 acres of properly prepared 
cotton land 50 bushels of seed ought 
to be amply sufficient. Indeed 100 
acres may be planted with 25 bushels 
of seed, or one peck of seed per acre. 
If the owner of the farm is not afraid 
of a few days’ work during the pleas- 
ant September and October days he 
might do the entire work himself, for 
it would be necessary to pick not more 
than 1,200 pounds of seed cotton in 
order to get 25 bushels of seed. But 
if he has not time or does not care 
to do the actual picking himself, he 
may deputize one or more of the most 
intelligent and entirely reliable pick- 
ers to do the work, even includin 
the choosing the stalks to be picked. 
But I think it particularly desirable 
that the owner should select and mark 
in some way the chosen stalks and 
some careful laborer be designated to 
gather the perfect Dolls from the same. 
A very easy way to conspicuously 
mark selected stalk is to tear san old 
white cetton bed sheet into strips an 
inch wide and tie a piece a foot in 
length around the top of each such 
stalk. 

But I would in person select and 
pick with my own fingers the choicest 
bolls from at least enough of the best 
stalks to supply seed to plant an area 
next year the seed from which would 
be sufficient to plant in large part or 
the whole of the next following year’s 
crop. This would not be a tedious nor 
a difficult task, but should be a pleas- 
ant as well as profitable ones For lil- 
lustration: Fifty pounds of seed cotton 
would yield about one bushel of seed, 
or say 125,000 seéds. If planted 3 or 4 
seed in a place, 4-foot rows and 3 feet 
apart, in the rows, the bushel of seed 
would be enough to plant 8 acres and 
enough left over with which to ree 
plant. The 8 acres properly prepared 
and liberally fertilized should yield 
not less than 8 bales, including 200 
bushels of choice seed (rejecting last 
pickings); and these 200 bushels may 
be made to plant at least 200 acres. 
So, you see, it would not be much of a 
job for an active, industrious farmer 
to select seed enough every year to 
plant a patch that would yield enough 
to plant a 200-acre crop. 

It is not at all necessary to make 
two or three pickings of the selected 
stalks, but simply pass them over, or 
skip them, until the majority of the 
bolls shall have opened. In view of 
the certain coming of the “boll 
weevil” in a few years, earliness of 
maturity should be an important con- 
sideration. Next in importance, I 
would place productiveness, and next, 
large size of bolls. 

In selecting for earliness, the stalk 
that shows the first open boll or two is 
not necessarily the exact type to 
choose; but rather those stalks that 
show the largest proportion (of the 
total yield) of open bolls by some 8e- 
lected date, say early in September. 
From such stalks I would take every 
perfect boll down to, say, October 1, or 
even later. Such date, say October 1 
or October 10, might be elected as the 
date at which the cotton from the se- 
lected stalks is to be garnered. 

One more word: I would suggest 
that it would be a great waste of 
time and effort for a farmer to un- 
dertake to develop an improved va- 
riety from any old “ginhouse” strain 
that possesses no particular merit. It 
would be much wiser for him to buy 
at least a small quantity of the very 
best and most ideal variety he can 
possibly find—regardless of price. I 
would not hesitate to pay $10 a bushel, 
or even more, for a few seed of a 
highly improved, prolific, early, large- 
bolled variety, if satisfied that it 
“really and truly” excels in all of 


these points.

Somt time ago I noticed a circular 
from a fertilizer factory, giving the 
names of the different ingredients 
they used in putting up a ton of fer- 
tilizer, and they used 16 per cent acid 
and 90 per cent was water-soluble. As 
I understand at 16 per cent acid is 16 
pounds of available plant food to each 
100 pounds or 32 pounds to a 200- 
pound sack.

he meant by the 
words, ‘90 per cent water-soluble 
phosphate acid 16 per cent)” when 
standing alone as just quoted from 
your letter. The included expression, 
“phosphate acid,” is a misnomer, there 
being no chemical properly known 
under such name. It should probably 
be, “phosphoric acid.” The phosphoric 
acid when united with lime, or other 
base forms with the base a “phos- 
phate.” But when the circular of the 
manufacturer says, “16 per cent acid 
and 90 per cent was water-soluble,” 
he means that the acid phosphate that 
he uses contains 16 per cent of avail- 
able phosphoric acid, and that 90 per 
cent of the 16 per cent available is 
“water-soluble.” That is, 90 per cent 
of 16, or 14.4 pér cent, is soluble in 
water and the remaining 1.6 per cent 
is “reverted,” or “citrate soluble,’’ 
phosphoric acid. The reverted phos- 
phoric acid is not soulble water of the 
soil, and is practically equal in effect 
tc soluble. Jf the analysis be stated 
according to the Georgia law it would 
appear thus: 

Available 16 per 
cent, 

The “available’’ includes the 144 
per cent of water-svulub'e phosphoric 
acid and the 1.6 per cent 90 per cent of 
16 per cent), the two amounting to 16 
per cent available. 

You have not quite the correct 
meaning of “16 per cent acid.” It 
means that the stuff to which it is 
applied contains 16 pounds of availa- 
ble phosphoric acid which is certainly 
Plant food) in every 100 pounds, or 32 
pounds in each sack of 200 pounds. 


TURNING UNDER HOGWEEDS. 

John T. H., Cuthbert, Ga.—I am a 
reader of The Constitution, and have 
been a great admirer of your writings, 
and I want to ask you for a little ad- 
vice, for which I inclose stamp for an 
immediate reply. I have 75 acres of 
sandy land, planted to corn and cotton 
last year. Now I want to cultivate 
Same next year. At this writing the 
hog weeds are about 7 feet high, and 
very thick. Would you advise breaking 
that land any time before frost? Do 
you think it would sour the land to 
turn them under green? 

Answer—I would not hesitate to turn 
under the weeds on the land described 
at once, and as completely as practic- 
able, using a weed hook or a heavy 
chain to pull the weeds int<~ the last 
fullow run and hold them f€ ere wntil 
covered. You don't need to @irn under 
deeper than to cover them well oOf 
course, you will use a 2-Eorse plow, 
or a disc plow. With a good heavy 
chain and a good turn plow and team 
you should be able to hide every ves- 
tige of the hog weeds—if no stumps 
in the fleld. The danger of souring the 
land is theoretical rather than prac- 
tical. It would be a very good idea. 
to sow about 1,000 pounds of air-slaked 
lime, or 2,000 pounds of ground lime- 
stone, per acre on the turned-over field. 
The earlier you turn under the weeds 
the better will be the condition of the 
soil next spring. 


COVER CROP. 

A. N., Germania, Miss.—I have six 
acres in soy beans and whipporwill 
peas, which I want to cut for hay 
about the middle of September. I want 
to plant the land in a cover crop for 
winter and spring graising and for 
fertilizing. Please suggest what I had 
best plant.

will gather the corn about October 1. 
Will turn cows and hogs on same as 
soon as corn is gathered and pulled. 
I thing it will take about a month for 
the stock fo clean up this field—say, 
November 15. Ths, I am afraid, will 
be too late to plant a cover crop, 
Would it do to sow rye on this land, 
one bushel] to acre, when I-turn stock 
in, or about two weeks later? I have 
4 acres in corn and peas whcih I expect 
to hog-down, turning in hogs about 
September 15. I want to plant some- 
thing as a cover crop on all these lands. 
Labor is scarce and very unreliable; 
so I want you to please tell me what 
I can do to best advantage under the 
conditions mentioned? This land has 
been well cultivated, and is in good 
eondition, but is covered with pea 
vines, and most of it will be covered 


until graised off, which, as I said, will 


be about November 15. Any suggestion 
you can give will help an old man, 
who for twenty years or so has ready 
your writings with interest and, I 
boast, with some profit. 
Answer—November 15 would be rath- 
er late to sow the seeds of a cover 
crop with the expectation of getting 


anything near a full benefit. If you 


shall sow that late I would limit the 
seeding to rye and possibly some hairy 
vetch (which is about as hardy as rye). 
I think the plan suggested of sowing 
rye seed on the 25-acre field of corn 
and peas about October 1 very good, 
the cattle and hogs to glean the field 
and at the same time tramp in the 
rye. I would do it as soon as the corn 
and peas are in full readiness. But, 
why not sow the 25-acre field in oats 
about November 1, in “open furrows,” 
and make a regular oat crop instead of 
planting so much corn? Oh, at least, 
sow oats on the 4-acre piece, fertilize 
well and try for 100 bushels of oats 
per acre. 


GEORGIA OR TENNESSEE RYE V. 
NORTHERN RYE. 

A. M. Ball, Ala.—What 
is the difference between Georgia 
grown and Tennessee or northern 
grown rye? I wish to sow some for 
grazing and to be turned under in the 
spring. 

Answer—I do not Know that there 
is any difference that can be detected 
by examining the grains of the dif- 
ferent ryes. It is a pretty generaily 
observed fact that seed rye of the 
Strains grown in the north and north- 
west will not do for Georgia and ad- 
jacent states—east and west. Ingtead 
of making a luxuriant growth of till- 
ers and then spring uprinto produc- 
tive seed heads, nortwern rye curls 
and twists and does not see minclined 
to throw up seed stems when sown in 
Gecrgia. The subject has never been 
fully investigated so far as I know. 
It is a fact that Georgia farmers, as 
a rule, will not sow rye—if they know 
it—that was not grown in Georgia. I 
have sown northein rye side by side 
with Georgia tye, and got a good yield 
from the latter, but the plants of the 
former did not send up a single seed 
stalk. It is a fact that most of the 
‘northern grown” rye is preduced in 
Wisconsin, New York, Nebraska and 
New Jersey, and probably the greater 
part—and in the northwestern states 
—all of the area is scwn in the spring. 
Very possibly che different and unpro- 
ductive behavicr of some s3ed ryes is 
due to the fact that they are “spring” 
ryes. I believe trat a rye that suc- 
ceeds in any one of the cotton states 
will succecd in any other of the same 
section—sowing in the fall or early 
winter,

Please tell me what 
it is and what I must do for i:. 

Answer—If I understand your de- 
ecription correctly, the ttnor. or knot, 
as you term it, is lucated on the pro- 
jecting pwint of what is known as the 
“elbow” joint and is what is called a 
“shoe byil,” or a “capped elbow.” It 
is tsually caused by the horse lying 
with the weight of the fore part of the 
body largely resting on his fvet or the 
calkins of the shoe. It is of very 
slow formation and its p-ejnnings ars 
apt to be unnoticed. The treatraent 
to reduc Sich a tumor is often teaious 
and requiring months t»% prove entire- 
ly effective. The first thing to do 
when the tumor ig soft is to make a 
free incision into it on the rependent 
(lower) side and allow the nudi con- 
tained to run out. If it is hot and 
tender, bathe it three or four times a 
day with a lotion of one-half cunce 
of sugar of lead dissolved in, one quart 
of water ‘always shake well before 
using). <A'so inject a little Inte the 
epening, Also muffle the animal's foot 
(or feet) by putting on a tag stuffed 
with straw, There is a tendency of 
the skin to thicken and in time form 
a hard tumor. In this cas: make an 
opening inot it and inject into the 
opening once a dav a Hitle tincture 
of iodine and rub on the outside twice 
a week, sone icdine ointment, gay. one 
part lodine rubbed with eight parts of 
cleen lard into a smooth paste, Con- 
tinue the treatment for a month or 
two, If, inspite of the treatment in- 
dicated. the tumor persists in growing 
to a large ‘ize, it would be necessary 
to resort to surgical treatment by a 
qualified veterfiary surgeon.

water or from uncleanliness @ 
stall of stable where she stays at 
night or from want of strict sanitary 
conditions in the place where the milk . 
is kept after straining, or of the ves- 
sels used in milking or in holding the 
milk. Possibly the udder itself is the 
seat of infection. First see that she 
gets only clean, spring or well water, 
or clear running branch water. Next 
Clean up the place where she is Kept 
at night. Then the utensils in which 
the milk is handled fram the udder to 
the churn, Use plenty of boiling wa- 
ter ang whitewash. If you have any 
reason to bdbelieev it is caused by bad 
drinking water give the com 2 drams 
of bisulphite of soda once a day. Also 
milk her frequently and immediately 
inject into the teats a solution of 2 
drams of hyposulphite of soda in 1 
pint of water.

HOG CHOLERA. 

Il. A. Malone, Farmersville, La.—TI 
have been a subscriber to your val- 
ued paper sevear] years, and will be 
much obliged if you will tell through 
The Tri-Weekly what ails the hogs in 
this community. They take with run- 
ning off of bowels (which is black), 
have high fever, will not eat, seem to 
want to hide, hair comes off of those 
that get well, some want to lay in water, 
about eight out of ten die in from three 
days to two weeks. 

Answer: I see no reason to doubt 
that it is the “hog cholera” that is pre- 
vailing among the swine in yqur com- 
munity, or it may be “swine plague,” a 
closely similar bacterial disease, and 
equally fatal, and the treatment is the 
same. 

It is said that a great many hogs 
may be cured if properly and promptly 
treated. In the early stage the 
fected hogs should be put in a well 
ventilated, comfortable place, and get 
two ounces of castor oil each. Follow 
this by giving ten drops of nitra- 
hydrochloric acid—well diluted with 
water—three times a day and also half 
ounce of spirits turpentine at each 
time. Continue the foregoing for 3 or 4 
days, and then give 4 grains quinine 
dissolved in 2 tablespoonfuls of. whis- 
ky and same of water at a dose 3 
times a day for 4 or 5 days. As soon 
as the disease is discovered remove all 
the well hogs to clean new quarters, 
and do not permit anyone who attends 
the sick hogs fo go near the well ones. 


COLLAR GALLS ON YOUNG MULE. 

W. James, Harlem, Ga.—I have a 
young mule, Georgia raised, that is all 
right in every respect, except her 
shoulders. When I work her to wagon 
or plow small knots come on both sides” 
I have never pulled more than five 
hundred pounds on her at once. If I 
hit many stumps while plowing that 
will cause them to swell. They get to 
be about the size if a hen-egg. When 
I stop her from work they almost go 
away. The skin has never been broken 
or got raw from it. 

Answer: See that the collar and 
hames fit the animal properly—are 
neither too large nor too small. Be- 
fore turning into_its stall night and 
morning: groom the mule well, espec- 
jally brushing the shoulders, and apply 
a solution of alum or borax to the lat- 
ter. The best way to treat a sit-fast 
is to make one or two openings into 
the center of it and insert in each two 
grains of biniodide of mercury, rolled 
up in a plece of tissue paper. Repeat 
every third day, until the tumor dis- 
appears, which it will soon do, leaving 
no blemish. 

DESTROYING JOHNSON GRASS. 

. M. Swift, Sr., Elberton, Ga.—lI 
have about, one acre well set in John- 
Son grass @that I want to destroy. 
Please advise me how to do it. 

Answer: I have no special method 
if my own for exterminating AJJohnson 
grass in a large scale, although I have 
Suppressed in my own garden by per- 
sistently digging it up—‘“root and 
branch.” But I give the following as 
an authoritative pronouncement as it 
appears in Bailey's Cyclopedia of 
aeeertenn Agriculture, Volume II., page 


“Recent studies by the United States 
Department of Agriculture have re- 
sulted in the discoveries that render 
the complete eradication of Johnson 
grass comparatively easy. The under. 
ground stems live only one year. After 
passing through the winter these stems 
have only one mission, and that is to 
throw up branches to the surface. 
These branches, on reaching the sur- 
face, form crowns and produce new 
plants. About blossoming time these 
plants send out a new growth of under- 
ground stems, which, if the top is left 
uncut, grow to great size and length, 
frequently penetrating the soil to a 
depth of four feet. But i¢ the top be 
cut back promptly every time it heads 
out these new root-stocks develop very 
late in the season, are very slender and 
remain near the surface. If the grass 
be cut close during a season, then by 
Plowing just deep enough to turn up 
all the root-stocks, say three or four 
inches deep, the grass can be eradi- 
cated about as easily as Kentucky blue 
grass. The succeeding crop should be 
a cultivated one, such as corn or cot- 
ton. A little bettér cultivation than 
usual will terminate the peat when 
treated as here outlined.” 

Herbert Post, of Téxas, a prominent 
apostle of Johnson grass, recommended 
piowing it up during the hottest and 
dryest period of mid and late summer, 
then harrowing several times with a 
spring-toothed harrow during the win- 
ter, SO as to expose the jointed under- 
ground stems to the hot sunshine and 
later to the freezes. I know that these 
lucky, vigorous stems wil! be com- 
pletely killed if exposed to the air 
until perfectly dry, or to freeze when 
wet. I think a single disk plow run 
just deep enough to turn up the root- 
stocks would be the best implement 
for the purpose, and it should be done 
in the early part of September (the 
grass having been previously Kept 
down by either grazing or mowing 
and followed several times by a spring 
toothed harrow so‘‘as to expose the 
root-stocks to either drying or freeze 
ing weather.

SPRAIN OF ANKLE JOINT. 

M. T. Mansfield, Philomath, Ga.—T 
have a horse about eight years old that 
became lame about three or four weeks 
ago. The lameness seems to be in his 
ankle, or just above the fetlock joint. 
There is an g@nlargement just above 
the fetiock joint about the size of a 
partridge egg, this enlargement js soft. 
I have used liniments of various kinda, 
but the knot doesn’t disappear. He 
does not limp now, much, but the ankle 
ig still slightly swelled, and seems to 
be somewhat sore. W!l] flinch from the 
pressure of the hand. I think the 
horse sprained this joint from running 
Over unevén ground in the pasture. 
Any information you can give will be 
appreciated, 

Answer—Your horse has probably 
sprained the ankle joint. The swelling 
may be the result of the sprain, it 
may be a wind gall. No mat as 
the treatment is practically the same 
for both. Bathe the joint with hot (or 
cold) water half hour at a time, three 
times a day, and after each bathing 
wet the ankle thoroughly with a lotion 
of 1-2 ounce sugar of d, and 2 ounces 
of laudanum in 1 quart of water. Keep 
this up (with complete rest) until the 

ain and soreness subsides and the 
ameness is removed. If not all right, 
or at least much better in a week, mix 
2 drams of cantharides with 1 ounce 
of vaseline and rub in a little around 
the ankle, including the swelling. Let 
remain 24 hours, then wash off with 
soap and water and ease with lard.

W. H. TERRELL WRITES 
ABOUT NEW CHARTER 


W. H. Terrell has sent The Constitu-. 
tion the following card: 

Editor Constitution: The present 
charter of the city of Atlanta was en- 
acted in 1874 by the general assembly 
of Georgia, which, of course, was prior 
to the adoption of the constitution of 
1871. The constiution provided,. among 
other things, the following: 

“Section 5910. Paragraph 1.—Local 
schools not affected. Existing local 
school systems shall not be affected 
by this constitution. Nothing contain- 
ed in the first section of this article 
shall be construed to deprive schools 
in this state, not common schools, from 
participation in the educational fund 
of the state, as to all pupils therein 
taught in the elementary branches of 
an English education.” 

“Section 5935. Paragraph 4,— Local 
and private acts. Local and private 
acts passed for the benefit of counties, 
cities, towns, c orations and private 
persons not in sistent with the su- 
preme law, nor with this constitution, 
and whieh have not expired nor been 
repealed, shall have the force of stat- 
ute law, subject to judicial decision as 
to their validity when passed, and to 
any limitations tmposed by their own 
terms,” 

It seems to me that the legal sharps 
who are urging the passage of the so- 
called compromise charter might look 
into the questions here suggested be- 
fore they undertake to abolish the 
charter we now have with the rights 
guaranteed under it, and espeically be- 
fore they abolish the system of higher 
education now in use. If the present 
system is abolished, can a new system 
tbe established without an amendment 
to the constitution? 

I suggest that the whole thing be 
chucked into the waste basket and al- 
lowed to sleep there permanently.

“Some photograph negatives have 
netted as much as a thousand or even 
two thousand dollars each,” says Mun- 
sey’s Magazine.

London, September 
the Prince of Wales 
the fleet he will have 
a nickname — something 
than “His Royal Highness, 
Edward, of Wales,” of course, 
no one outside of the royal family 
would dare to take a liberty with his 
name either in his presence or in the 
presence of a superior officer, but the 
‘“‘midshipmites” can’t be expected to 
be so dignified in private. The prince's 
relations used to call him “Hddy,” but 
Queen Alexandra, his grandmother, al- 
ways a stickler for her pride, disliked 
that shortening of the name her hus- 
band bore and used her influence to 
have it dropped. His mother and fath- 
er now call him “Edward,” but the 
younger members of the royal family 


i prefer “David” or “Davy.” 


When his father, King George, was 
in the way he was Known below decks 
as “Archer,” because of his well- 
known fondness for shooting with the 
bow and arrow. Subsequently he was 
called “Georgie,” but the présent king 
was never @ man to encourage even 
unofficial familiarity, and he speedily 
became ‘George,’ even to his imme- 
diate family. 

Prince Arthur, of Connaught, is 
known as “Marcus” to members of the 
royal family and is so styled even 
by his friends and members of his 
suite. When he journeyed to Japan 
tto carry the insignia of the Order of 
the Garter to the mikado, the Japa- 
nese officials became so confused over 
‘this practice off calling the young 
prince “Marcus” that he was actually 
entered as “Prince Arthur Marcus, of 
Connaught,” in the official roll book. 

It wes King Edward’s practice to 
call Queen Alexandra “Alix,” and that 
habit rapidly spread to the rest of the 
royal family. The only ather person 
who has the privilege of addressing 
her by this pet name is Charlotte 
Knollys, the queen’s private secretary, 
who has been almost like a sister to 
her for many years. 

Queen Maud, of Norway, who is, of 
course, a sister of King George, was 
known as “Henry” during her child- 
hood and the nickname has stuck to 
her till this day. 

In England the royal princes are 
addressed as “sir’’ and the royal prin- 
cesses as “madam” by the nurses and 
other. attendants, after they have 
reached the age of three. Before that 
they must never be called by any 
pet name except “Baby.” oe 

On the continent, even in the bosom 
of their immediate family, members 
of the royal families are not as a 
Tule addressed by pet names of any 
kind. Especially ig this true in Ger- 
many and Russia.
